LONDON, June 10 (AP). — 

President Agostinho Neto of 
Angola announced today that 
Zairean rebels in Angola will 
be systematically disarmed as 
one of several moves he says 
should allay Zaire's fears of a 
new invasion from Angola. ' 

He insisted in a broadcast 
over Luanda Radio, neither the 
Angolan government nor its 
Cuban and Soviet allies had 
anything to do with the re- 
cent invasion of Zaire's Shaba 
Province. - - 

"The Angolan state never 
trained nor equipped any ar- 
my," said the president, who- 
se broadcast was monitored by 
the British Broadcasting Corp. 
in London. "We never organi- 
sed any expedition against Za- 
ire. Our Soviet and Cuban al- 
lies did not intervene in any 
way on Angolan territory to 
foment rebellion in Zaire.” 

Neto complained that Ang- 
ola is suffering from invasions 
from Zaire by Angolan guer- 
rilla groups, Including those of 
UN3TA, the National Union for 
the Total Independence of An- 
gola, and the FNLA or Natio- 
nal Front for the Liberation 
of Angola.

SAUDIS DENY STORY

RIYADH, June 10 <R). — Sau- 
di Arabia today strongly deni- 
ed a French newspaper report 
that Israeli Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman held a secret 
meeting in Europe thin week 
with Saudi Arabian Crown Pr- 
ince Fahd Ibn Abduiaziz.

In Washington, U.S. defence 
Secretary Harold Brown Fri- 
day authorised a nearly doubl- 
ing of U.S. airlift flights to 
carry weapons and equipment 
of French and multi-national 
African military units into and 
out of Zaire. 

Brown’s action, following 
.'consultation with President Ji- 
mmy Carter, permits an add- 
itional 25 flights by U.S. C141 
transport planes in support of 
peace-keeping forces. The pre- 
vious authorisation for 30 such 
flights is nearly used up. 

The Pentagon said “we now 
find that we need additional 
missions" to carry the Fren- 
ch and their equipment from 
Africa and to bring in materi- 
el to Zaire for the multinati- 
onal force replacing the Fren- 
ch. This force, expected to to- 
tal' around 2,500 men, is being 
drawn from Morocco, Senegal 
and Gabon. 

Also in Washington, the St- 
ate Department expressed re- 
gret Friday over a charge by Ta- 
nzanian President Julius Nye- 
rere that a Western plan for a 
pan-African peace force is a 
device for reasserting coloni- 
al rule in Africa. 

In denouncing the U.S.-su- 
pported pan- African peace for- 
ce intended to help defend Za- 
ire, Nyerere said Thursday it 
“is quite obvious that those 
who have put forward this id- 
ea --- are not interested in 
the freedom of Africa. They 
are interested in the dominat- 
ion of Africa.” 

Mozambique charged Friday 
that Western suggestions and 
support for the African peace- 
keeping force were designed 
to safeguard “European co- 
lonialist and imperialist intere- 
sts.” 

"Such a force is meant on- 
ly to destroy the unity of Af- 
rican states. It is meant to re- 
conquer the entire African co- 
ntinent,” Foreign Minister Jo- 
achim Chissano told the U.N. 
special General Assembly ses- 
sion on disarmament. 

In the Hague, Chinese Fo- 
reign Minister Huang Hua Fr- 
iday denounced Soviet activi- 
ties in Africa and called on 
Western Europe to unite aga- 


inst the danger of being out- 
flanked and encircled by Mo- 
scow. 

Speaking at a news confer- 
ence after talks with the Du- 
tch government, Mr. Huang 
accused the Soviet Union of 
“undisguised and unbridled ag- 
gression and expansion” in 
the Middle East and Africa. 

Asked if China would sup- 
port the Western-backed effo- 
rts to promote security in Af- 
rica, such as the idea of a 
pan-African security force, he 
said aid for countries such as 
Zaire should come first and fore- 
most from Africa and the Th- 
ird World. 

Mr. Huang said the Soviet 
objective was to “divide, dis- 
integrate and attack West 
European countries one by 
one-" 

He accused the Kremlin of 
moving into strategic areas in 
Africa and the Middle East 
to gain control of their res- 
ources and "achieve its obje- 
ctive of outflanking and encir- 
cling Western Europe.”

In a related development, Is- 
raeli forces will hand over con- 
trol of portions of southern Le- 
banon to rightwing Lebanese 
instead of to the United Na- 
tions peace-keepin g fo rce, the 
commander of UNIFIL said in 
an interview broadcast Satur- 
day in Tel Aviv. 

The UN. force had enjoyed 
“maximum cooperation” from 
Israel In arranging previous wi- 
thdrawals, Gen. Emmanuel Er- 
skine of Ghana said, “but that 
cooperation is not there today.” 

"The Israelis want to hand 
over the area to the Christians 
and we have been asked to ne- 
gotiate with them (the right- 
wing Christians)," Gen. Erskine 
said in an interview over Israel 


Radio. “The big question is in 
what capacity do we negotiate 
with them?” 

In the meantime, Israeli re- 
connaissance jets and helicopt- 
ers overflew hlHy areas In the 
central and western sectors of 
the southern Lebanese salient 
they vacated April 30. 

The air activity came 24 ho- 
urs after an Israeli raid against 
a Palestinian camp in south Le- 
banon. 

Palestinian leader Yasser Ara- 
fat dismissed the Israeli attack 
on the Aaqbiyeh camp Friday 
as a “futile military operation 
by the Israeli chief of staff who 
meant to flex his muscles on. 
us." 

Addressing a group of Pales- 
tinian refugees at tne opening 
ceremony of a Palestinian clo- 
thing factory in Beirut, Arafat 
said today that his guerrillas 
“beat back the Israeli raiders 
and inflicted heavy losses on 
them,” according to the Pales- 
tinian news agency WAFA. 

The Israelis claimed they su- 
ffered only two officers killed, 
but independent U.N. sources 
said at least four Israeli were 
killed in the attack. Hospital 
sources here said five Palesti- 
nian guerrillas and nine Leba- 
nese civilians were killed in the 
predawn raid 60 kms. south of 
Beirut. 

Arafat criticized U.S. Presid- 
ent Jimmy Carter for “denounc- 
ing Palestinian action against 
Israel while remaining silent 
about the Israeli attacks on us.” 


“We haven't heard President 
Carter’s voice today,” said Ara- 
fat. 

‘We wonder why he denoun- 
ced our operation against mill , 
tary targets in Jerusalem, aga- 
inst the Israelis who occupy our 
rand. He is silent today because 
he is against our people." 

In another development Sy- 
ria, South Yemen and the PLO 
want a high-level meeting of 
hard-line Arab states to discuss 
the future of the commando 
movement, Lebanon and the 
Arab Nation, Mr. Arafat said 
last night 

The Palestine news agency 
Wafa quoted Mr. Arafat os sa- 
ying at the graduation of Fateh 
commandos : “A few days ago, 
we met with the foreign mini , 
ster of Democratic Yemen and 
told him we should work toge- 
ther to persuade Iraq to Join 
the Steadfastness Front becau- 
se we believe in putting what 
we say into practice. 

“During the meeting we also 
proposed convening a s umm it 
or a foreign ministers* meet- 
ing of the Steadfastness Front 
to face the difficult and crucial 
situation and {riots being hatch- 
ed against the Palestinian revo- 
lution, the Palestinian and Le- 
banese peoples and the Arab 
Nation as a whole,” he added. 

Mr. Arafat and Fateh went 
on, “Yemen and Syria agreed 
to the proposal, and we are 
now waiting for the reply of 
our brothers m Algeria ana Li- 
bya.”

Referendum tests 
Italian sentiment 


ROME, June 10 (R). — Itali- 
ans are expected to favour the 
retention of extra powers for 
the police when they vote to- 
morrow and on Monday in a 
referendum which will be a 
significant test of electoral fe- 
eling in the face of the coun- 
try's ordeal of political viole- 
nce. 

The voters are also likely 
to support the retention of 
foe present law governing pu- 
blic funds for political parties, 
another question being put in 
the double plebiscite. 

Both foe Communists and 
the ruling Christian Democra- 
ts, who are linked in a parlia- 
mentary alliance, have urged 
rejection of the referendum pr- 
oposals for foe abolition of the 
laws on police powers and pa- 
rty finances. 


Extremist parties of the le- 
ft and right called for foe ab- 
olition of one or both laws. 

About 60 per cent of the 
eligible 41 million voters are 
likely to turn out for the ba- 
llot, but the campaign has had 
none of the drama of the 1974 
referendum which kept divorce 
on foe statute books. 

The referendum, expected 
to be the last of its kind in 
Italy, was called after foe ti- 
ny Radical Party, a civil rights 
pressure group, collected foe 
necessary half million signat- 
ures fo have the two issues 
put to a national vote. 

The Radicals argued that 
foe 1975 law which increased 
police powers and gave them 
foe right to shoot at suspects 
had claimed 200 innocent vi- 
ctims.

BEIRUT, June 10 (R). — " A 
leader of rightists in northern 
Lebanon was assassinated to- 
day, the second prominent ri- 
ghtwinger from foe area to 
be killed this week, informed 
sources said. 

They said Joseph Abu Saab, 
a senior member of the Natio- 
nal Liberal Party (NLP), was 
killed by gunmen early this 
morning as he drove through 
the port of Jounieh, 20 kins, 
north of Beirut 

The killing followed a ser- 
ies of recent clashes between 
various rightwing factions in 
the north. 

After the latest shooting, 
NLP leaders sought to calm 
their followers but armed men 
took to foe streets, the sour- 
ces said. The main coastal ro- 
ad linking with foe north was 
blocked following foe assass- 
ination. 

On Wednesday, gunmen kil- 
led a local leader of the Phala- 
ngist movement at Shekka, an- 
other northern coastal town. 
This was believed to be In re- 
venge for foe dea* of a right- 
winger in Zgharta last month.

JEDDAH, June 10 (R). — Sau- 
di Oil Minister Ahmad Zaki 
Yamani was quoted here to- 
day as saying oil prices should 
be left to be determin- 
ed by market forces which we- 
re bound to push them up sh- 
ortly. 

In an interview published 
one week before the scheduled 
opening in Geneva of an OP- 
EC price-fixing conference, 
Sheikh Yamani said Saudi Ar- 
abia’s price freeze policy was 
based on foe premise that the 
glut in foe oQ market would 
continue and on it9 wish to 
protect the world economy. 

A price increase would have 
political repercussions “and 
we have very clear political 
interests in foe West,” he to- 
ld foe newspaper Okaz. 

the minister said, however, 
that Saudi Arabia would not 
be able to maintain its oppo- 
sition to an oil price inc r ease 
once increased demand for 
OPEC oil eliminated foe pre- 
sent glut 

sheikh Yamani said that hi 
the not too distant future Sa- 
udi Arabia would not be able 
to press for a continuation of 
foe price freeze or to insist 
on a comparatively small oil 
price increase. 

He said: “The rules of su- 
pply and demand are stronger 
than foe political win of any 
one state or group of nations." 

The Saudi minister said th- 
at if the oil price freeze con- 
tinued at a time of high dem- 
and, oil prices would increase 
in any case and the profit vro- 
uld go instead to international 
oil companies. 

He gave as an example foe 
OPEC decision in xnid-1976 to 
keep oil prices frozen. He said 
that demand during the Inst 
three months of that year out- 
stripped supply and this led to 
an effective five per cent inc- 
rease in oil prices. 

Sheikh Yamani also used 
fois argument agains t the ad- 
option by OPEC of a formula 
which would determine oil pri- 
ces in terms of inflation rates 
or the prices of imported Indu- 
strial goods. 

He said that since prices - 
must be left to foe market to 


deride, OPEC should not link 
them to any formula. 

“A formula such as this 
might work for a short time 
but can be effective neither 
when there is an oil glut nor 
when there is an oil shortage," 
be added. 

Sheikh Yamani said recent 
foils in the value of foe U.S. 
dollar in foe money markets 
had produced substantial los- 
ses to the oil producers. 

But he reiterated his coun- 
try’s opposition to a switch 
away from the U.S. currency 
as the oil price yardstick, ar- 
guing that the strength of the 
U.S. economy was bound to 
reflect itself in a strengthen- 
ing of foe dollar “if not this 


year then next." 

Sheikh Yamani also said 
that a six-man OPEC ministe- 
rial meeting to map out foe 
oil exporters’ future strategy 
would take place in Geneva 
immediately after foe two-day 
price fixing meeting due to 
start on June 17. 

In Luxembourg, Common 
Market Energy Commissioner 
Guido Brunner today called on 
President Carter to tax U.S. 
oil Imports in order to reduce 
American dependence on foe 
international oil market. 

Dr. Brunner charged that 
the high level of those imports 
placed a burden on the United 
States’ European allies by we- 
akening foe dollar.

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Is the lady really 
necessary ? 

Unlike most government officials, we are not willing to sit 
around for months or years to see the recommendations of the 
recent conference on Arab women translated into action, we 
have many ideas about what can be done to help provide Arab 
women with equal oppotunities, butthere is one small sugges- 
tion we would like to make to the Jordanian officials who are 
responsible for overseeing the effort to raise the status of 
women in this country. This has to do with the exploitation of 
women as sexual objects in marketing consumer products. A 
stroll through downtown Amman or any of the jabals will 
reveal tens of shop windows plastered with posters showing a 
lovely bikini-clad and very buxom lady draping her tanned 
body around a washing machine, a portable cassette-radio 
player of, if you can believe it, a wristwatch. 

One wonders whether this is the sort of sales approach that 
we want to encourage in Jordan and the Arab World, and one 
then wonders whether the authorities— perhaps the Industry 
and Trade Ministry— should not draw a line beyond which the 
use of female sexual appeal as apromotional device for selling 
consumer productsshould be clearly banned? 

This is not, of course, to suggest that bikini-clad buxom 
ladies should be forbidden universally. In a shop selling 
bikinis, or suntan oil, the large ladies on the large posters can 
frlic to their large hearts!’ content. But we find it inappropriate 
within the cultural and socio-economic developmental con- 
text of the Arab World today to resort to the use of such cheap 
and exploitative techniques, and we also find it incongruous to 
let this sort of thing grow and grow at a time when we are 
supposed to be trying to urge women to play a bigger and more 
meaningful role within their country’s development drive. A 
half -naked lady doing gymnastics around a stereo recorder or 
a colour television set is hardly something we should be proud 
of. If it works for General Motors or Sony, that does not 
necessarily mean that it should be transplanted unchanged 
into our culture and our commercial life. 

It would be quite a dramatic step for the authorities in 
Jordan responsible for such matters to take this small but 
symptomatic matter and use it to show our seriousness about 
our efforts to raise the status of women.

Newspaper editorials Saturday paid attention to the Israeli raid on a Pales- 
tinian commando naval base in south Lebanon at dawn Friday. 

AL RAT links the raid with what it calls “the movement of certain forces in 
Beirut— less than a week before Israel's final withdrawal from south 
Lebanon— to explode the security situation, at the time when Israeli air and 
naval f-rces were destroying a position belonging to a Palestinian organ- 
isation near the Lebanese port of Sidon." 

The timing of the two operations falls on the eve of the Israeli cabinet* s 
debate of a reply to the American questions and only a few days before the 
scheduled withdrawal of the Israeli army from south Lebanon, the newspaper 
says. 

A1 Ra’i thinks that what happened in Lebanon yesterday was “a prelude to 
new events aimed at strengthening Israel's position vis-a-vis the Arabs and 
the United States.” 

In his column in AJ Ra'i, JUM'AHAMMAD also thinks that Israel will not 
pull back from South Lebanon unless it is certain that iho6c who will take 
charge there axe among" the classified collaborators with or allies of Israel,” 
and that the south will become an Israeli security belt 

Mr. Hamraad points out that although the United Nations peace-keeping 

forces would ensure the removal of Palestinian commandos from the area, 
still Israel will not allow the replacement of the U.N. forces by the Lebanese 
army unless the army was a "proper substitute” as far as Israel permanent 
interests in the south are concerned. 

AL DUSXOUR Says that IsraePs aggression yesterday against the Pales- 
tinian and Lebanese inhabitants in the Dahr A1 Burj area of south Lebanon 
was a new indication of the perplexity of the Israeli authorities following 
theescalation of Palestinian resistance operations inside the West Bank, and 
their attempt to pacify Israeli domestic public opinion through classical 
method of retaliating inside Lebanon! 

This aggression has no justification even by Israeli logic, the newspaper 
says. It points out that the explosion made two Israeli buses to western 
Jerusalem and on the Ram all ah road the other day we re operations mounted 
inside the West Bank. But the Israeli authorities were not bold enough to face 
their countrymen with this fact. Instead they raided Dahr AJ Burj made 
Lebanese territory.

“The Lost Suit- 
case", the 'contribution' of Ab- 
dul Monelm Selim, is parti- 
cularly apt and to the point 
If may be among the best cri- 
ticism of a stifling bureaucracy 
ever written. Ahmad Shefik 
Lutfl, who lost a suitcase at 
Cairo station, ends by lying to 
extract himself from the in- 
efficient attempts by the Cairo 
police to locate his suitcase, 
only to find himself in yet 
more bureaucratic entangle- 
ment It would be funny except 
that it is more real than ima- 
ginary. 

Ghassan Kanafani’s “The 
Death of Bed Number 12” is a 
particularly touching story, 
actually a letter, from a hos- 
pital patient who witnesses the 
death of his friend, Mohamm- 
ad Ali Akbar In bed number 
12. The patient creates his own 
version of the story of Moh- 
ammad Ali Akbaris life, the 
kerne] of which is that Moh- 
ammad Ali Akbar is mistaken 
for Mohammad Ali. a thief. 


and therefore does not get the 
hand of his love, in marriage. 
He leaves for Kuwait from 
his native Oman and works as 
an errand boy to earn some 
money. 

There he contracts the dis- 
ease which puts him in the 
hospital. He dies with all his 
wordly treasure at his side in 
a small wooden box cont ain i n g 
a long China ear-ring for his 
sister Sab flea. 

The contribution of Abdul 
Salam Al Ujaili, “The Dream”, 
depicts the struggle between 
Mohammad Weess, a broker in 
the cattle market and Sheikh 
Mohammad Sa'id, the village 
holy man, really a struggle 
between modernism and tradi- 
tionalism. The fight -is won 
in a way by the modernists 
who show that the Sheikh’s in- 
terpretation of a dream is 
wrong, but at the same time, 
the schoolmaster, leader of 
modernism, is obliged to join 
the old Sheikh in communal 
prayers. It is a partial victory 
for each side. 

Zakaxia Tamer's “Summer” 
is an extremely short but po- 
werful account of Majid's loss 
of innocence. Majid gets Itaf, 
which one imagines he has been 
trying to do for some time, but 
discovers that after achieving 
his goal, Itaf demands marri- 
age in return. 

Perhaps the hardest lesson 
for Majid Is that," Everything 
in his city had its set price; no 
one gave anything fix' noth- 
ing,” indeed not even his love, 
Itaf! The story leaves the re- 
ader with Majid, walking down 
the hot asphalt road pondering 
the future In disgust, why 
must even love have a price? 

The reader finishes the boric 
very quickly and wishes that 
it would continue for several 
hundred more pages. 


A second volume; written by 
Tayeb Salih, also a contributor 
to the previous book, is a must 
for anyone who finds their em- 
otions in some way split bet- 
ween East and West The story 
itself centres on a Sudanese 
student, Mustafa Sa’eed, who 
leaves his home to study in 
Britain, finds himself becoming 
alienated from his own soci- 
ety, but upon his return needs 
only two days to fit back in. 

One facet of his Western 
existence was a trial in which 
he was accused of killing five 
women. Mustafa admitted gu-

Arabia. Dr. Odeh, who was ac- 
companied by a delegation of 
several officials, signed agree- 
ments with the chairman of the 
Saudi Development Fund, who 
is also Saudi minister of finan- 
ce and national economy, for 
a JD 2-L5 million loan to finan- 
ce four Jordanian development 

projects. 

Die first agreement is for a 
JD 9 million loan to finance 
the third phase of the Al Hus- 
sein Thermal Power Station at 
Zarqa. Total cost of the pro- 
ject is estimated at JD 27 mil- 
lion. This loan will go towards 
raising the station’s capacity, 
adding two new- thermal units 
of 66 megawatts each, ensuring 
all the necessary accessory eq- 
uipment is obtained and the 
construction of a 40 .kilometre 
long carrier line with a capacity 
of 132 kilovolts. 

The third phase also includes 
the construction of a branch 
transformation station with a 
132/33 kilovolt capacity south 
of Amman, hi addition to provi- 
ding atifl evpanriing fw.hmral 
services for these units. 

The second agreement is for 
JD 2.5 million to expand and 
stre ngthe n the power station at 
Aqaba and to build a drinking 
water system tq meet increas- 
ing demands in Aqaba. 

This project, which will total 
about JD 7 million, also inclu- 
des the addition of three diesel 
generating units with a capaci- 


ty of five megawatts each to 
the present central power sta- 
tion, and the ranctnitfinTi of 
earner lines with a 3ZldJovolt 
tension. The third agreement 
for JD 65 million is to go to- 
wards fiwflndng water and 
sewerage projects of Amman, 
the total cost of which is esti- 
mated at JD 34 million. The 
project will Jay a 25-kilometre 
pipeline to draw water -from 
the King Talal Dam to Amman 
aS well as constructing a floating 
pumping station with a capa- 
city of 682 litres an hour, two 
reservoirs and a 27-kilometre 
long house distribution syst em , 
in addition to laying kilo- 
metre long sewer pipelines. 

Under the fourth agreement 
the Saudi Development Fund 
will provide Jordan with JD 
65 million to finance the wa- 
ter project at Aqaba the cost 
of which is expected to total 
JD 18 million. This project in- 
cludes laying a 93-khometre 
long pipeline to draw water 
from Qa‘ Al Dissi to Aqaba. 

These four projects are »l«> 
being financed by the Kuwaiti 
Fund tor Arab Economic Deve- 
lopment, the Arab Fund for So- 
cial and Economic Developm- 
ent, the West German Develop- 
ment Bank, the British Ministry 
tor Overseas Development, the 
International Development Age- 
ncy, the United States Agency 
tor International Development 
and the Jordanian treasury. 


The agreements were signed 
for the Jordanian government 
by Dr. Odeh and for the Saudi 
Development Fund by Sheikh 
Mohammad Aba] Kheil, Minis- 
ter of Finance and National Ec- 
onomy and Chairman of the 
board of directors of the fund. 

After the signing ceremony 
Sheikh Abal Khefl emphasised 
Saudi Arabia’s continued sup- 
port tor development projects 
in Jordan.

Crown Prince Hassan begins 2-day inspection 
tour of Jordan Valley Authority projects 


Amman, June 10 (JNA)-His High- 
ness Crown Prince Hassan today 
started a two-day inspection tour of 
the Jordan Valley Authority JVA pro- 
jects. Starting at the Maqaren Dam 
location on the Yannouk river His 
Highness looked into experiments and 
studies being carried out preliminary 
to laying down final plans for the ri»re 
which is expected to hold nearly 250 
million cubic metres of 
water— sufficient to irrigate more than 
1 50,000 dunums of Jordan VaDey land 
in addition to power generation. 

Prince Hassan accompanied by 
President of the Jordan Valley 
Authority Omar Abdullah, officials of 
the authority and the governor of 
lrbid, then inspected a number of 
social and economic projects in the 
Jordan Valley. 


At the Adasnyyeh area the Crown 
Prince and bis companions were 
acquainted with a project to draw 
irrigation water to areas above the 
water level of the East Ghor Canal. 
The authority engineers explained the 
objectives of the project and its con- 
tribution in increasing the valley’s 
revenue of agricultural production. 
This and similar irrigation projects will 
enable agricultural land to be used to 
the extent of producing three crops in 
one single season instead of one crop 
as at present. 

Prince Hassan also inspected several 
modem schools with spacious clas- 
srooms. libraries, playgrounds and 
sanitary utilities. He then visited a 
government complex at Northern 
Shuneh which houses offices of the 
local administration, clinics and 


agricultural services. 

The Crown Prince later visited the 
Wadi Al Arab Dam in the northern 
Jordan Valley area where work is 
expected to begin shortly after the 
complerion of the studies and designs 
for the construction of a dam the water 
storage capacity of which is expected 
exceed 20 million cubic metres which 
will be used for irrigating new lands in 
the nonhem valley areas through the 
sprinkling system. 

Prince Hassan will resume his tour 
of the central and northern Jordan 
VaDey areas tomorrow.

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West German archaeologists hit the 
jackpot at Tell Sheikh Hamad, Syria 





DAMASCUS — Archaeologi- 
sts from the University of 
Tuebingen, West Germany, hit 
the proverbial jackpot during 
their first season of excavating 
a Late Bronze Age site in nor- 
thern Syria. 

The jackpot is 112 pieces of 
tablets ("limmus") from what 
apparently was the archive of 
a 13th century B.C. Assyrian 
governor's palace. 

“Best of all, 38 of these 112 
tablet specimens were intact,” 
said Dr. Hartmut Euehne, who, 
with Dr. Wolfgang RoIIig, dir- 
ected the 12-person excavation 
team . 

The great value placed upon 
tablets by Assyriologists logi- 
cally stems from their intrinsic 
quality. When deciphered, they 
relate daily activities and tra- 
nsactions of the people who re- 
corded these events in clay. 

It wasn't simply a lucky 


hunch that led the Tuebingen 
team to the flndspot of the 
Assyrian archive. Explains Dr. 
Kuehne: 

“We visited the site of Tell 
Sheikh Hamad (on the left ba- 
nk of the River Habur 75 kins, 
north of Deir A1 Zor) in 1975 
and 1977. During last year's 
survey, we found 30 fragmented 
cuneiform tablets on the surfa- 
ce of an area that had been wa- 
shed out of the citadel mound 
by an Irrigation channel 

“The discovery of these tab- 
lets was regarded important 
enough by the German Resear- 
ch Foundation to provide us 
with funds to begin a rescue 
excavation on the findspot." 

Epigraphers deciphering the 
30 tablet fragments recovered 
in 1977 ascertain that they we- 
re written during the reigns of 
Assyrian kings Salman as sar I 
and Tukulti Ninurta I in the

13th century B.C. The decip- 
hered texts reporting trade 
transactions, harvest inventor- 
ies and real estate contracts al- 
so reveal the Assyrian name of 
present day Tell Sheikh Hamad 
to be Dur-kadlimmu, which is 
said to have been ruled by a 
governor who lived in a palace. 

“We very well may have hit 
upon the archive room of that 
governor's palace," said Dr. 
Kuehne. 

“We know now that Dur- 
kadlimmu was an important 
town during the Middle Assy- 
rian Empire -- it is even more 
probable that it was the ad- 
ministrative centre of the 
Lower Habur Valley during 
that period. 

“This is further indicated by 
modem topography confirming 
Tell Sheikh Hamad as a citadel 
mound consisting of a smaller 
Lower City I and a larger La-

wer City II. 

“One of our objectives this 
season was to determine the 
date of the foundations of Low- 
er City II. A sounding was in- 
itiated in the northeastern cor- 
ner of Lower City H revealing 
a large town wall and the edge 
of a large structure having the 
characteristics of a fort. 

“The dates of the founda- 
tion of this fort-like building 
and the town wall and, hence, 
the entire Lower City n seem 
to coincide with the Middle 
Assyrian period - - the time the 
cuneiform tablets were produ- 
ced. We conclude from this 
that the settlements of this 
period extended over a consi- 
derable area of about 800 by 
600 m- 

“ The re is further archaeolo- 
gical evidence that the smaller 
Lower City I contains Old Bab- 
ylonian layers of the second 
millennium B.C.” 

Actual work of the five-week 
excavation - - which began 
April 22 and ended May 25 
Dr. Kuehne left Damascus on 
June 6 - - was conducted on the 
slope of the citadel mound. Ef- 
forts were concentrated on un- 
covering a room surrounded 
by heavily burnt mud brick 
walls apparently belonging to 
a larger building. It was this 


room that yielded many of the 
112 cuneiform cablet pieces. 
Others were found nearby on 
the edge of Former irrigation 
channels. 

"The tablets were scattered 
in destruction debris, but we 
presume they and the 30 frag- 
ments recovered in 1977 were 
contained in large jars that 
were probably stored in cup- 
boards on wails of the archive 
room," Dr. Kuehne said. 

“A few arrowheads found in 
the area around the archive 
room give some indication that 
the archive and the building it 
belonged to were destroyed in 
warfare. 

"Hopefully, if funds are 
forthcoming, we’ll learn more 
next season.*’ 

The Tuebingen excavation at 
Tell Sheikh Hamad is the sixth 
archaeological project being 
conducted in Syria by the 
West Germans. Other sites are 
Tell Chuera in the upper Jaz- 
ira; Mumbaqat and Halawa on 
the Euphrates; and Rusafa and 
Bi'a near Raqqa.

WEEKLY WALL STREET REPORT 

Wall Street analysts predict strong 
economic activity in 2nd quarter 


NEW YORK, June 10 (AP). 
— The second quarter of 1978 
will go into the books as a 
period of strong United States 
economic activity, most Wall 
Street analysts agree. 

Their current projections of 
the growth rate of the U.S. 
gross national product for the 
quarter, after adjustment for 
inflation, range from about se- 
ven to ten per cent. 

Against that background, 
observers in the financial com- 
munity are far less worried 
about any impending decline in 
the economic growth rate than 
they are about the possibility 
of too much "good news'* - - a 
boom that might aggravate in- 
flation and ultimately lead to a 
sharp setback. 

"The second quarter had be- 
tter be just a temporary sur- 
ge,” said Robert Stovall at 
Dean Witter Reynolds Inc. 

" If the third quarter growth . 
rate isn't substantially lower 
than that of the second, he said, 
concern will mount that the 
economy is entering a new bo- 
m-bust cycle resembling the 
painful experience of 1973-75. 

Most analysts do indeed ex- 
pect the pace to taper off as 
the summer passes. They reas- 
on that the recent figures have 
been swelled by “catch-up ac- 


tivity" after the coal strike and 
adverse weather that stalled 
the economy in the first quar- 
ter. 

"Since most of winter's 
lost production has now been 
recovered, advances in the 
major indicators during the 
next several months should be 
less vigorous than in March 
and April - - but still healthy,” 
economists at New York's Ch- 
emical Bank declared. 

"This moderation wiir help 
alleviate fears that demand 
may be intensifying too great- 
ly, thus adding to inflationary 
fires.” 

Investors generally seemed 
to share that optimism. The 
Dow Jones Average of 30 in- 
dustrials touched a nine-month 
high early in the past week be- 
fore settling back a bit. 

The widely recognised ave- 
rage finished the week with a 
net gain of 11.69 at 859.23. 

The New York Stock Ex- 
change composite index rose 
1.05 to 56-08, and the American 
Stock Exchange market value 
index climbed 3.74 to 14935. 

Big board volume averaged 
3339 million shares a day, 
against 27.68 million the week 
before. 

The brisk pace of economic 


activity has had one favourable 
side effect, from most Wall 
Streeters* viewpoint It has he- 
lped encourage economic plan- 
ners to concentrate on the fin- 
ancial community's favourite 
cause -- fighting inflation. 

“The whole public dialogue 
has shifted from economic sti- 
mulus to fighting inflation,” 
wrote Morris Cohen, Chief 
Economist at the investment 
management firm Schroder Na- 
ess and Thomas. 

“As a result of the big gains 
in lowering the unemployment 
rate in recent quarters, and 
the near-entry into what has to 
be considered a full employ- 
ment zone, the administration 
in our judgment has reacted 
by a major shift in policy. This 
shift is not merely cosmetic, 
but fundamental." 

One of the concrete signs of 
President Carter’s change of 
emphasis was his decision to 
trim his proposed tax cut from 
about $25 billion to slightly 
less than $20 billion and to 
postpone it by three months to 
next January 1. 

A number of brokers and 
bankers in fact argue that 
there should be no tax cut at 
all.

The agency an- 
nounced Friday that the chan- 
ge will be effective June 16.

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Scientists stabilise

SPACE CENTER, Houston, Texas, June 10 (AP). — Scientists woridng to 
keep U S. Skylab space station from crashing back to earth got the 85-ton 
vehicle stabilised yesterday after a tense 90 minutes when it rolled out of 
control Ground controllers said late yesterday afternoon they were moving 
ahead with preparations for a final manoeuvre intended to delay the vehi- 
cle’s drop from orbit, which could lead to its breakup with debris possibly 
striking a populated area. 

Early Friday, the Houston He said they may go ahead 
control centre sent a critical with Saturday's maneuver ab- 


command which tilted the un- 
manned space station so that 
its solar panels continually 
point at the sun. That allows 
the panels to generate more 
electricity for the vehicle's co- 
ntrols and instruments. 

But later, while controllers 
were sending up routine com- 
mands, the station, the largest 
man-made satellite, began rol- 
ling out of control. Officials 
said an unexplained signal 
from the on-board computer 
had changed the position of the 
control gyroscopes. 

That caused small steering 
rockets to fire and sent the 
spacecraft tumbling. The delay 
in regaining control was ca- 
used by Skylab passing out of 
range of ground-based radio. 

A series of commands from 
the ground corrected the Gy- 
roscopes’ positions and stopped 
the rockets, said National Aer- 
onautics and Space Administra- 
tion spokesman Bob Gordon.

Computer calculations indic- 
ate that when S!:ylab dives 
back into the atmosphere it 
could spew debris over a tr- 
ack 3,000 miles long and 100 
miles wide. As many as 400 
pieces, some weighing 300 po- 
unds, could survive the scar- 
ing heat of re-entry, and str- 
ike earth at speeds of 200 mph. 

Skylab’s 242-mile-high orbit 
passes over most .of the world’s 
major metropolitan areas, but 
it spends 75 per cent of the 
time over water, thus reduc- 
ing the possibility of land im- 
pact.

Vietnam, announced a partial cancellation of its aid program- 
me and rejected a Vietnamese call for taflcs on the problem. 

h was the first officially published comment from the 
government since a statanent from the Overseas Qanese 
Affairs Bureau last month led to a shary deterioration hi re- 
lations between the two communist neighbours as thousands 
of ethnic Chinese flooded across the border from Vietnam. 

However diplomatic observers felt the tone of last night's 
statement by the Foreign Ministry in Peking was more mode- 
rate than previous comments carried ta the Chinese press on 
die issue. 

It was also noticeable that the statement made no reference 
Soviet influence in Vietnam, although Chinese officials have 
privately accused Moscow of meddling in Indochinese affairs. 

There were also no blunt demands, only hopes that the 
Vietnamese side would match its words with deeds “and ref- 
rain from any further acts detrimental to the friendship bet- 
ween the Chinese and Vietnamese peoples." 

The statement, however, was strong in accusing the Hanot 
government In a May 27 statement of having “distorted the 
facts and made unfounded counter-charges in an attempt to 
put the blame for the expulsion of Chinese nationals on the 
Chinese side." 

The Foreign Ministry statement said Vietnamese officials 
fabricated rumours of an impending war between China and 
Vietnam and spread them “as a means to deceive and frighten 
Chinese residents into returning to China.” 

It accused certain Vietnamese diplomats of saying early 
this year that an abnormal situation had arisen along China's 
border and that China was “calling for an attack on Viet- 
nam.

Tax revolt spreads in U.S. 


Afghani president wants to maintain 
friendly relations with neighbours 


RAWALPINDI, June 10 (R). — Afghanistan's President Nur 
Mbhammad Tarakki, who seized power in a military coup, said 
he wanted to maintain friendly relations with neighbouring Pa- 
kistan and Iran, Kabul Radio reported. 

The radio, monitored here, said he told an Iraqi journalist 
his landlocked country did not expect any difficulties over tran- 
sit rights. But if these were denied, he added, “Afghanistan has 
routes in every direction.” 

President Tarakki, 61, whose pro-Moscow Parcham e Khaiq 
(banner of the people) Party, seized power on April 27, also said 
he hoped India would not resort to unfriendly acts and rather 
impress on others not to engage in such activity. And he warned 
that those who tried to change the situation in his country would 
bear the consequences. 

On May 29, India’s External Affairs Minister Atal Bihari 
Yajpayee said in New Delhi fears had been expressed by certain 
countries and by some people in India and Iran that the chan- 
ges in Kabul could lead to instability in the region and set back 
economic cooperation, but he added: “We don’t share these 

apprehensions.” 


NEW YORK, June 10 (R). — 
Fed up with rising taxes slap- 
ped on whatever they earn and 
buy, as well as where they li- 
ve, America’s taxpayers are 
rising in revolt - - and just 
where it will end no-one can 
tell. 

The tax revolt gained impe- 
tus with this week’s passage 
in California of a proposal that 
will cut state taxes by 57 per 
cent from July 1. 

Proposition 13, named for 
its place on the state ballot 
in a primary vote to choose 
candidates for November's con- 
gressional elections, was appro- 
ved by a two-to-one majority. 

And its passage sparked an- 
ti-tax sentiment right across 
the country -- one tax expert 
termed it a "green hulk eme- 
rging from the swamps of the 
West" - - with groups sprout- 
ing everywhere like the one 


which Jed the Californian re- 
volt. 

Politicians hedge from dis- 
missing the development as 
just another Californian fad, 
like surf-boards or gaily pat- 
terned shirts. They know that 
almost all 50 states across the 
nation share tax burdens as 
depressing as the one the 
Californians have attacked. 

Some places, of course, are 
worse than others.

UNITED NATIONS, June 10 
(AP). — Reversing a long-time 
policy, the Chilean government 
of Gen. Augosto Pinochet has 
decided to admit a UN. human 
rights mission into the coun- 
try, it was announced here 
yesterday. 

A statement Issued by the 
U.N. group’s chairman, Ali All- 
ana of Pakistan, said the Chil- 
ean government had conveyed 
to the five-member panel that 
it would welcome a visit by the 
group and would do “every- 
thing possible' 1 to enable it to 
carry out a study of the hum- 
an rights situation in Chile 

The fete of the visit would 


be decided by ** mutual' con- 
sultation” between tile group 
and the Chilean govermnent, 
the statement added. 

The Pinochet regime, which 
overthrew the democratically 
elected government Salvador 
Allende in 1973, has .barred the 
UN. Human Rights Commis- 
sion working group, declaring 
that it is prejudiced- 

The panel, relying on sources 
outside Chile, has published 
a nn ual reports on Chile, accus- 
ing the Santiago regime of 
carrying out a campaign of 
harassment, arrests, torture and 
other violations of human ri- 
ghts.

“We have other cultivated 
areas from which we can get 
food, but we have been appea- 
ling to the Western World to 
help by sending In food and 
other supplies,” he said “How- 
ever, so far, the West is Just 
promising and we' have not re- 


ceived anything. 

He reported nut th© Cub- 
ans axe moving troops and ar- 
ms from Atlantic seaports first 
by air to Luso, capital of 
Mexico province, and that by 
rail to Teixeira de Sousa, the. 
outlet for the Benguela railroad 
to Zaire and Zambia. 

Fernandes said that the giK 
errilla military intelligence to.

movements, in conjunction 
with the new Cuban onslaught 
against Unita launched last 
Sunday, as pointing to a possi- 
ble new invasion of Sbaba pro.

Scores of whites were among 
the many hundreds killed to the 
unsuccessful invasion of Sha- 
ba by Katangese rebels last 
month. 

According to Mr. Fernandes,

"We are going to keep pres- 
sing the West to supply Unita 
with , some tactical weapons to 
counter the continuous Soviet- 
Cuban presence in Angola, wh- 
ere the massacre of the local 
population is going unnoticed 
by the rest of the world,” Mr. 
Fernandes said.
